The library may already be your go-to penny-wise place 
for movies, but do you realize you can use your Vernon 
Area library card to log on to streaming services, too? 
One popular option for streaming is Kanopy. Movies 
and shows on Kanopy include award-winning films, 
documentaries, indie and foreign films, and classics. 
Kanopy Kids offers a thoughtful collection of family films 


and quality TV series including lots of PBS shows, with no 
checkout limits. Kanopy works with most devices, smart 
TVs, and Roku. 


Pass the paywall. For the news you read every day, a 
paid subscription gives you the best access and helps 
fund that content. For more occasional reading, though, 
use your library card! Search NewsBank or Global 
Newsstream to grab the full text of articles from local, 
national, and international news sources. 


Learn something new. Free, live, instructor-led classes 
and discussions are a popular way to gain a new skill and 
meet new people who share your interests. Your library 
offers a variety of book clubs, plus classes for adults on 
topics from crafting to computer software — all free. 


Online learning further expands your course catalog.
